1901 to 2099. 

Key Tone — lets you set the 
calculator to sound a tone each time 
you press a key. 


1 6-City World Time — shows you 
the current time in 16 time zones 
around the world. 



Clock Alarm — sounds 
at a time you set. 

Snooze — temporarily 
silences the alarm for about 5 
minutes so you can sleep a 
little longer. 

8-Digit Calculator — performs 
standard arithmetic calculations.

• In the calculator display, -M represents 
Sunday. 

• Press the desired city key twice to turn on 
the daylight saving time. SUfTIfTIER appears. 
Press that key again to turn off the daylight 
saving time. 

• To switch between the 12- or 24- hour 
formats, press the desired city key in your 
time zone, then press 12/24/%. In the 12- 
hour time format, PfR appears for a PM 
hour. You cannot shift the 1 2- or 24-hour 
formats in other time zones. 


Removing the Battery 
Insulation Strip 

To prevent battery drain during shipping, 
your caicuiator is shipped with an insuiation 
strip that you must remove before use. To 
remove the strip, firmly grasp its end and 
gently pull it out. The calculator sounds a 
long beep and 12-00 00 appears. 

Using the Key Tone 

Open the cover. To set the calculator to 
sound a tone each time you press a key, 
press J' so the calculator beeps once. To 
turn off the key tone, press J' again. 

Setting the Date and Time 

Once you set the date and time for your 
home time zone, all other world times are 
set automatically, based on your home time 
zone.^y 

1 . Press to display the clock mode. 

2. Press the key for the city which 
corresponds with your time zone.

3. Press SET twice. The second digits 
flash. 

4. Repeatedly press (or hold down) ci/A 
or C2/V to set the seconds to elapse 
from 00. 

5. Press SET. The hour digits flash. 

6. Repeatedly press (or hold down) ci/A 
or C2/V to set the hour. 

7. Repeat Steps 5 and 6 to set the minute, 
year, month, and date. 

8. When you finish, press SET once to 
complete the setting. 

Viewing World Time 

To view the time and date in any of the 1 6 
time zones around the world, press the key 
for the desired city. The time and date in the 
selected city’s time zone display for about 
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1 6 seconds, then the display returns to your 
home time. 

Using the Alarm 

You can set the calculator to sound an alarm 
at a designated time. 

1 . Press Q. If the alarm is turned off, 

- fit. appears. If the alarm is turned on, 
the last set alarm time appears. 

2. Press SET to set the alarm. 12-00 fiL (or 
the last set alarm time) and S appears. 
The hour digits flash. 

3. Repeatedly press (or hold down) ci/a 
or C2/V to set the alarm hour. 

4. Press SET. The minute digits flash. 

5. Repeatedly press (or hold down) ci/a 
or C2/V to set the minute digits. 

6. Press SET to store the alarm time, then 
press to return to the current clock/ 
calendar display. 

At the set time, the clock sounds an alarm 
for about one minute. Press any button to 
silence the alarm before it automatically 


USING THE CALCULATOR 

Press CAL/AC to enter the calculator mode. 

To clear a calculation, press CAL/AC once. 

The calculator automatically returns to the 
clock/calendar display if you do not press a 
button for about 8 minutes. To return to the 
current time display sooner, press /Yh 

Correcting Entry Errors 

If you enter an incorrect function key (+, -, x, 

■r), simply press the correct function key and 
continue. 

Errors 

E (error) appears when: 

• The calculation result exceeds eight 
digits to the left of the decimal point. 

This is an overflow error (see 
“Estimating Calculation Results”). 

• You attempt to divide a number by 0. 

Press CAL/AC to clear an error, then begin 
your calculation again. 

Estimating Calculation 
Results 

If you perform a calculation that results in an 
overflow error, you can estimate the correct 
result (to eight significant digits) by following 
these steps. 

1 . Count the number digits displayed to 
the left of the decimal point. 

2. Remove the decimal point. 

3. Add as many zeros to the right of the 
number as there were digits to the left 
of the decimal point. 


turns off. The alarm sounds again the next 
day at the same time. 

To turn the alarm on or off at any time, 
repeatedly press Q. Q and the preset 
alarm time appear when the alarm is on. 

RL appears when the alarm is off. 

Then press /Y-' to return to the current time. 

Using Snooze 

Press SNOOZE/ J' to temporarily silence the 
alarm for about 5 minutes. appears. After 
about 5 minutes, the alarm sounds for about 
1 minute, then automatically turns off. Or, 
you can press any key (except SNOOZE/ J') 
to turn off the snooze function. 

disappears. To cancel the snooze 
function before it begins, repeatedly press 
Q until z^ and Q disappear. Press to 
return to the current clock/calendar display. 

Viewing The Calendar 

You can view the calendar from the years 
1901 to 2099. To flip through the calendar 
one month at a time, repeatedly press (or 
hold down) Cl/A or C2/V. To return to the 
current clock/calendar display, press :y>. 


For example, if the display shows E 
1.01S206S, the approximate answer is 
101,420,640.

Constants 

For addition, subtraction, and division, the 
iast vaiue you enter before pressing = is the 
constant. When doing muitipiication 
caicuiations, the first vaiue you enter is the 
constant.

Currency Conversion 

Your caicuiator is preset with 1 1 European 
currency conversions (to/from the European 
doliar to/from a nationai currency). You can 
aiso change any of the exchange rates to 
set up a currency conversion, such as the 
US doiiar to the European doiiar, or the 
European doiiar to the US doiiar.

Foiiow these steps to set up the exchange 
rates and convert currencies. 

1 . Press CAL/AC to enter the caicuiator 
mode. 

2. Press Cl/A or C2/V to see if the 
exchange rate is correct. If it is, go to 
Step 6. If not, go to Step 3. 

3. To set up the exchange rate in Cl , 
press SET. The exchange rate on Cl 
fiashes. 

4. Repeatediy press Cl /a or C2/v to seiect 
the desired exchange rate, or enter the 
desired rate (for exampie, the 
conversion rate between the US doiiar 
and the European dooiar) then press 
SET to save the rate for Cl .

5. Repeat steps 3 and 4 to save the 
exchange rate for C2. 

6. Enter the amount to be converted, then 
press the desired exchange rate on 

Cl /A or C2/V. The converted amount 
appears. 

7. Repeatediy press ci/a or C2/v to switch 
between the converted amount and the 
amount to be converted. 


CARE 

Keep the caicuiator dry; if it gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediateiy. Use and store the 
caicuiator oniy in normai temperature 
environments. Flandie the caicuiator 
carefuiiy; do not drop it. Keep the caicuiator 
away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cioth occasionaiiy to keep it iooking 
new. 

Replacing the Battery 

Your caicuiator comes with one CR2025 
iithium battery for power. When the dispiay 
dims or the caicuiator’s speed siows, 
repiace the battery.^ 

1 . Use a Phiilips screwdriver to remove 
two screws from the battery 
compartment cover, then remove the 
cover. 

2. Use a screwdriver to gentiy push the oid 
battery out of the battery hoider. 


3. Insert the new battery with the positive 
(+) side up, then push it into the battery 
hoider.tt 

4. Repiace the cover and secure it with 
two screws. 

Resetting the Calculator 

If the calculator displays segmented digits, 
does not work properly, or locks up, you can 
reset it by using a pointed object, such as a 
straightened paper clip, to press RESET on 
the back of the calculator. The calculator 
sounds a long beep. The default time is set 
to 12-00. Reset the date and time, as 
necessary.\J
